Wasuincton, October 9.--Wm. J. Salter 
and Wilmot H. Ward, of this city, were ar- 
rested at the instance of the treasurer at a 
late hour last night and committed to jail 
upon a charge of being engaged ina con- 
spiracy to steal bonds and plates from the bu- 
reau of engraving and printing and of en- 
deavoring to bribe the employes of that bu- 
to them therein. It appears 
from the research of the detectives 
that thie object of the conspirtors 
in endeavoring to get the bonds and plates 
from the bureau was not for direct pecuniary 


gain, since they had no intention of using 
them in counterfeiting. Their aim rather, as 
stated by themselves, was to bring about the 
removal of the present chief of the bureau by 
causing it to.appear that his management was 
so Joose and inefficient as to make a theft of 
the.bonds and plates a comparatively easy 
matter, and careless as to destroy 
public confidence in the inge grity of govern- 
ment securities. Salter, it is said, represented 
to the dissatisfied employes of the bureau 
whom lhe attempted to bribe that he was act- 
ing in the interestof Benjamin L. Berry, a 
pronunent politician of Pennsylvania, 
who was supported by Senator Cam- 
eron and tl Pennsylvania delegation as 
a candidate for Colonel  Iri position, 
and who, he said, would certainly get the 
place if the latter could be ousted. In-that 
event >, ‘‘Salter,”’ would be assistant chief 
of the bureau and would reward with  pro- 
motion the men who assisted him to bring 
about the removal of Colonel Irish. The two

At present farther it gets 
rom the sun the slower it goes. On Septem 
ber 11 it came within ninety million miles of 
the earth and within one hundred thousand 
miles of the sun. This isthe nearest it has 
been to either of these bodies. i? 
conjectured that if it were to be drawn 
into the sun 4a_e great deal of 
heat would be felt on the earth, but this can- 
not be spoken of with certainty. As_ for its 
composition, it is made up of sodium, carbon 
and a number of other elements. It may be 
one solid mass or a collection of solid lumps 
like stones, attacted to one center. It is not 
known if it revolves on its own axis, like the 
earth. The best time to see it between 
half past four and five o'clock in the morning. 
The brightness of the tail is not conclusively 
accounted far. The tail, however, is asort of 
atmosphere on which the light probably 
shines.

JAMES’S SURRENDER. 


THE OUTLAW BEFORE GOVERNOR 
CRITTENDEN. 


The End of a Thrilling Chapter of Wild Western 
Romance—The Murderer and Train Robber 
Surrenderivg With All the Dignity of a 
Vefeated French Ficld Marshal. 


JerFERSON City Mo., October 9.—The sur- 
render of Frank James continues to be the 
great topic here. The preliminary corres- 
pondence having opened the way, and an 
hour for the surrender having been appointed 
at 5 o’clock on the evening of the 5th of Oc- 
tober, the heads of the departments and their 
clerks, with others who were in and about 
the building, assembled in the executive of- 
fice to await the arrival of the noted outlaw. 
The hands of the clock on the south wall of 
the office were close upon the hour of 5 when 
the expectant ears of those present heard the 


sound of footsteps entering the rotunda of the 
building. A moment later the well known 
form af Major John W. Edwards appeared in 
the open doorway. As he advanced into the 
room he was followed by a man nearly six feet 
in height, of slender, neat and trim build, who 
walked erect, and with a quiet, easy and 
self- possessed gait, to the middle of the room. 
Stopping in front of the governor, Major Ed- 
wards said: “Governor and gentlemen, this is 
Frank rey He is here togive himself up.’’ 
This brief introduction brought face to face 
the executive of Missouri and the noted out 
law, whose name has been a terror in this 
state and is familiar throughout our land, if 
not the whole worla. It was a scene without 
a precedent in the annals of the state, and to 
interesting and dra- 
matic. To all appearance Frank James was 
the coolest and least moved man inthe room. 
While Major Edwards was introducing him 
his countepance was as quiet and calm in its 
expression if the business in hand 
were no concern of his. He advanced a step 
toward the governor, and by a dexterous 
movement unbuckled a belt from around his 
lithe body and, holding it toward the govern- 
or, salt

SEPTEMBER COTTON REPORTS. 

New York, October 9.—The September cot- 
ton report to Bradstreet’s comprises 919 re- 
plies from 568 of 642 counties in the south, 
haying over 500 acres of cotton each. The 
countiesreported grow {4 per cent. of the to- 
tal cotton crop. The general condition 
the crop has undergone a slight improvement 
from the close of August to September 2oth. 
Four hundred and forty-seven correspondents 
note an improvement since August 2sth, 
while 125 say that the general condition was 
unchanged, and suy that it had been 
worse. The weather since August 28th has 
been fair to good. Telegraphic advices 
are uniformly favorable as regards weath- 
er since September 25th. The situation 
has distinctly improved since the publication 
of the August report. With the exception of 
Louisiana and Texas, there has

THE LATE STORM.! 

The distinetive feature of the weather was a

Serious injury wasinflicted, but fol.ow- 
ing the storm the weather was generally good 
for further development of the plant and 
picking. Aside from the injury by worms 
‘'exas continues to make a better showing 
than any other of the cotton states. The 
probability i is that Texas will gather the largest 
crop in its history. In Arkansas and Tennessee 
marked improvement has occurred in the con- 
dition ofthecrop The last named state encoun- 
tered such forbid ling weather during a great 
part of the season that the recent favorable 
circumstances have been particularly wel- 
come. The condition of the crop in Louisi- 
ana is about fair; no improvement since Au- 
gust 28th is noted. In South Carolina the 
condition of the crop has changed for the 
worse, if at all, since August 28th. The re- 
port from North Carolina better, some- 
what, than forSouth Carolina. The general 
condition of the crop may be reported from 
fair to good. with a distinct ten- 
dency to improvement. The reports 
are agreed that the crop gen- 
erally about three weeks late, and some re- 
ports state it is fully four weeks behind. This 
a late frost, in order that a 
full crop may mature. Should severe frosts 
delayed until about October 20, a much 
larger crop will have matured than is now 
ready to be picked. The weather throughout 
the south warm, and the chances are in 
favorof a sufficiently prolonged period of 
good ripening weather. The quality of cotton 
so far gathered is reported good.

Boston, October 9.—General Butler, in his 
letter to the democratic committee, after ac- 
knowledging the bonor and asserting that he 
had not desired to be a candidate, says:

Annual Report of the Surgeon-General—The Yellow 
Fever at Brownsville and Pensacola. 

W ASHINGTON, October 9.—The annual report 
of Supervising Surgeon-General Hamilton, of 
the marine hospital service, for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, vas given to the press to- 
day. The receipts from all sources were 
$408,215.69, and the expenditures $468,129.16. 
This includes $54,192 02 which were expended 
on account of extraordinary alterations and 
repairs to hospital buildings. Deductiiig this 
amount, there are left $413,928.14 as the 
net expense of the service 
for the current fiscal year 
There is still an unexpended balance of $177,- 
869.85, about $56,000 of which will be required 
for additional repairs now under contract, and 
$15,000 more for work in contemplation 
during the year. Thirty-six thousand one 
hundred and-~ eightfour patients re- 
ceived relief from this service, of 
whom 15,048 were treated in hospitals 
and 22,136 at different dispensaries. 
The number of seamen treated shows an in- 
crease of 3,571 over the previous year. Sur- 
secu-General Hamilton renews the recom- 
mendation heretofore nade for the establish 
ment of a permanent hospital at New York 
city, adequate to the needs of the service, for 
the erection of hospitals at Savannah and 
Norfolk, and the establishment of a national 
snug harbor. 

THE YELLOW FEVER REPORT. 

Surgeon-General Hamilton, of the marine 
hospital service, furnishes the following sum- 
mary of the progress of vellow fever at 
Brownsville and Pensacola: During the past 
week but twu dispate hes haye been received 
from Brownsy ille, Texas, vellow fever hai ving 
nearly disappe: ired in that ‘sec tion, and only 
twelve cases and two deaths were reported. 
This makes ae total of 1,912. cases 
and 109 deaths to October 7th 
The disease is now limited to a few mild cases 
inside the Arrayo cordon, but it Is reported to 
continue with great severity in the Mexican 
towns and ranches bordering on the Rio Grande 
river. The infected districts are prevented 
from spreading the disease in Texas an etti- 
cient cordon of guards, 

THE DISEASE IN PENSACOLA, 

The official report by mail from Pensacola, 
Ila., has been received, to include the 4th of 
October, 1882, as follows: September 30th, 
forty-four cases and three deaths.

AS TOLD BY ITS FOREMOST ADVO- 
CATEIN SOUTH CAROLINA. 


How It Has Worked Wherever It Has Been Tried— 
Its Advanteges Tested and the Objections to It 
OConsidered—How It Stands in the Fifth 
Year of Its Operation, Etc., Etc. 


Epiters Constitution—In compliance with 
your request, I herewith give you the manner 
in which the stock law for Anderson county 
was passed, as also its workings for the last 
four years. We first obtained an enabling act 
from the legislature to submit it to the quali- 
fied. voters of the county. It was defeated 
by an .overwhelming majority. We then 
submitted it to a vote by townships, and 
passed it in eleven out of sixteen townships, 

which we went to the legislature and 
it enacted for the other five in which it

was defeated by a popular vote. 
thus particular in giving you the difficulties 
we labored under, and the violent opposition 
to it that existed at that time. Now, at the 
expiration of four years from its passage, I do 
not think there is five per cent. of our people 
opposed to it. I have never known any law 
producing so great a change that has been so 
readily acquiesced in. It has exercised a 
great influence in the enhancéd value of our 
lands. Idonot think I overestimate when 
[ say that it has increased the 
lands from forty to fifty per 
cent, the advance being greatest in old lands 
without timber. There isa ier. payee 
near the town of Anderson, whefe a place, 
with a lease of fifteen years to run, was sold 
for about $1.25 per acre; recently, since ti.e 
passage of this law, with only eight or ten 
years to run, was sold for $10 per acre. Its 
effect on the stock of the county has been 
very marked. The numbers have decreased, 
but the quality has greatly increased.: It was 
a notable fact at the last state fair in, Colum- 
bia, that nine-tenths of the premiums on 
stock were taken by counties in which this 
law existed, although the counties in the im- 
mediate section of Columbia had not adopted 
it. The late United States census makes a 
very remarkable exhibit in favor of the coun- 
ties adopting the stock law. I will make the 
comparison between Anderson, the first 
county to adopt it, and Barnwell, which has 
not adopted it, and is the largest corn-pro- 
ducipg county in the state. Anderson has 
5,374 milch COWS. which yielded 
in butter °64,124 pounds; sarn- 
well had 6,285 COWS, yielding 
38,195 pounds of butter, thus showing that 
Barnwell, with 911 more cows, yielded 225,929 
pounds less where the cows were suffered to 
run in the range or at large, than where they 
were confined. In Anderson there was ex- 
pended for fences for pastures, $10,620; in 
Barnwell there was expended to inclose crops 
$55,390, 

The appearance and production of the conn- 
ty is greatly improved by the removal of the 
fences, the ground formerly occupied by them 
being broughtinto cultivation—many plats 
too small to fence are being cultivated. The 
removal of the fences and the clearing up of 
the hedge rows, thus exposing the roads to 
the sun and wind, causes them to dry up much 
more rapidly.
